the harm done by manutacturers in turning out goods 
of low grade as to material and workmanship. In spe- 
cific terms the resolution called to account the manu- 
facturer who made possible the “shoddy” plumber by 


putting before him the temptation to substitute cheap 
and inferior material. Manufacturers of soil pipe were 
asked to discontinue the making of “medium” grade 
pipe; the makers of wrought pipe were told what the 
honest plumbers think of steel pipe; galvanized boiler 
manufacturers were called to task for turning out a 
tissue paper product; the lead men received some hot 
shot on the use of scrap lead; brass goods manufac- 
turers heard about “shoddy,” and tank makers were 
told that piano polish didn’t make up for flimsy lining, 
while the makers of brass pipe came in for a roast on 
the pipe that opens up on the seam and makes no end 
of trouble for the poor plumbers. 


Approved. 

Needless to say this resolution called forth vociter- 
ous applause. 

The Texas delegation went on record by a resolu- 


tion making failure to settle just accounts within a 
reasonable time sufficient cause for dropping mem- 
bers from the Association and asked that state 
associations be authorized to print independent lists of 
their membership. The would also re- 
quire that full citizenship be a requisite to member- 
ship in the Association.

Report of Committee on Insurance. 


The report of the Committee on Insurance was read 
by Chairman C. T. Byrne, and that much 
earnest and effective work had been done during 
year toward the desired end of securing a lower rate 
for employers’ liability enabling 
master plumbers more generally to avail themselves 
of this form of protection. 

Among the many hazards of the plumbing business 
the fear of injury to workmen is a cause of constant 
anxiety to the employer for the reason that a slight 
or even a fancied injury may be made the basis ot a 
demand on the part of an unscrupulous workman that 
the employer pay damages or stand the cost of suit. 
Such little short of blackmail, 
the workman knowing that his employer will probably 
settle out of court rather than stand the cost and 
annoyances of a For this reason master 
plumbers would, as a rule, gladiy avail themselves 
of the protection of employers’ liability insurance if 
the rates made by the insurance companies bore any 
reasonable relation to the actual risk taken by plumb- 
ers in the pursuit of their calling. Hitherto the rates 
have been unreasonably high, but through the efforts 
of members of the committee rates already have been 
considerably reduced in certain localities. The 
portance of this matter was properly called to the 
attention of state officers prior to the annual state 
conventions with the result that the subject’ was thor- 
oughly discussed at most of the conventions held last 
winter and interest among the members greatly 
stimulated. Committees were appointed by most of 
the associations to co-operate with the National Com- 
mittee in an effort to secure rates which will be just 
and equitable to insurer and insured. 

Chicago and St. Louis master plumbers have se- 
cured a reduction of fifty cents per hundred dollars 
in the cost of liability insurance, and now pay $1.00 
instead of $1.50, with the possibility of further reduc- 
tions if they will act as a unit. Chairman Byrne, in 
urging for standing together on this 
proposition, said in his report: “If our members ever 
expect to gain any lasting benefit they will have to 
learn that it is absolutely necessary to support their 
committees, even though they find that it may seem- 
ingly cause them a little extra expense at the start, 
as it is only by such seeming sacrifice that good resu'ts 
can be obtained.

The following recommendations submitted by Mr 
Byrne, were heartily endorsed by the convention and 
appropriate action taken thereon. 

“I would recommend that our association make the 


Insurance Committee a permanent committee, who 
can look after many matters in that line that will b: 
of general good to all our members. 

“Tl will further recommend that the incoming Board 
of Directors instruct the chairman of the Insurance 


Committee to take up the question of rates through his 
committee with officials ot the different companies, 
and after he has secured a favorable rate the matter 
could be presented to the President of our Associa 
tion and if it meets with his approval, the said com 
pany could receive the official endorsement of our asso 
ciation and be recommended to our members. 

“It is my personal opinion that this is the only prac 
tical and businesslike method of having an experience 
established whereby a company would be in a position 
to learn a short period of time what the cost 
would be of carrying Employers’ Liability 
for plumbers and would, provided they 
support from our members, be able to 
reduction over the rates now charged.”

Toledo Indictments.

Over two years ago all our members in 
Ohio, were indicted by the grand jury for 
lation of the anti-trust laws of Ohio. Our members 
entered the plea of not guilty, and insisted upon 
speedy trial, but could not get an opportunity to prove 


their innocence. Finally the court, on motion of th 
attorney tor our members, discharged our members 
l can give no better explanation of the case than t 
quote a history ot the proceedings, published as fol 
lows

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motion to discharge the fifty-eight master plumbers 
of the city, he brought an unceremonious close to one 
of the most picturesque legal flascoes ever perpetrated 
in this section of the country. 

“These cases have been of particular interest to 
plumbers all over the country, not only because of the 
peculiar features presented, but because of the sweep- 
ing charges made and the dilatory tactics pursued by 
those having charge of the prosecution. 

“In April, 1907, an ambitious prosecuting attorney 
started out to make a reputation for himself as a ‘trust- 
buster. As a consequence a thoughtless grand jury 
was induced to present indictments against more than 
a hundred of the leading business men of this city, 
charging them with forming and maintaining illegal 
combinations in restraint of trade, in violation of the 
Valentine anti-trust laws of Ohio. 

“Included in the list of victims caught in the drag- 
net were twenty-five lumber dealers, nine brick men, 
several bridge concerns and sixty-two master plumb- 
ers, comprising nearly every master plumber in the 
city, and indeed some who were not in the city, for 
so reckless was the work done that it was discovered 
that there was included among the list of those facing 
the criminal charges the names of two who had months 
before moved without the jurisdiction of the court; 
one who had a long time previous been committed to 
an insane asylum, and one who had passed beyond the 
reach of earthly courts; thus leaving a total of fifty- 
ight plumbers to face the music. 

“Then began a display of legal pyrotechnics such as 
was never witnessed in the local courts. The lumber 
men, the brick men and the bridge men, after a briet 
display of defiance, acting upon the advice of their attor 
nevs, entered pleas of guilty and were sentenced to pay 


heavy fines, with six months’ imprisonment attached 
as good measure in the cases of the lumber dealers 
and bridge men. After a long siege of litigation in 


the higher courts, and the establishment of an un- 
heard of precedent, that of the presentation to the 
court of a petition bearing the signatures of more than 
10,000 leading citizens of Toledo, the imprisonment 
eature was abandoned and the fines paid. 

“The fifty-eight plumbers from the aa denied their 
guilt and called upon the state to prove the charges 
made. They declared that no combination existed, or 
had existed for years; that not even a similarity of 
prices was being maintained; that no agreement of any 
kind was in vogue; that all plumbing business in the 
City of Toledo was being conducted upon a fairly com- 
petitive basis, and that they would be satisfied with 
nothing less than a complete vindication at the hands 
of a jury. 

“Eminent legal counsel was retained and every one 
of the accused men entered his plea of ‘not guilty’ to 
all three of the indictments presented. For nearly two 
years, at every session of the criminal court, these 
plumbers have appeared and through their counsel re- 
quested, urged and even demanded that their cases 
be tried, and that they be given the opportunity of 
removing the stigma with which they had been be 
smirched. Every effort along this line proved fruitless, 
and as the matter of fixing the time for hearing rested 
in the hands of the prosecuting attorney, the cases 
dragged through term after term, until they would 
have become stale and commonplace had they been ot 
the ordinary variety. But the public sentiment con- 
tinued to grow and finally became irresistible. So 
strong became the pressure that Prosecutor Wachen- 
heimer, last fall, being a candidate for re-election, in a 
fit of desperation threw down the bars, and in a pub- 
lished interview put the whole matter up to the voters 
for approval or repudiation of his policy in the plumb- 
ers’ cases. From that moment the result was a fore- 
gone conclusion, and after one of the hottest political 
campaigns ever known in this city, in which the ‘trust- 
prosecutions’ formed the paramount issue, Wachen- 
heimer was deteated by an overwhelming vote. 

“At the subsequent term of the criminal court the 


cases were again continued, and were finally turned 


over to Holland Webster for final disposition.  <\}- 
though the general opinion was that these prosecutions 
would never be brought to trial, the Toledo plumbrr 
still insisted that they be given the opportunity of 
vindication at the hands of a jury, and it was not until 
several months had passed under the new administra- 
tion, and there was no apparent prospect that the 
would ever be able to accomplish this desire, that th 
final motion was presented to Judge Chittenden, whi 
resulted in the disposition of the cases. 

“Even then nine of the defendants refused to join 
in the motion and harbored a faint hope that some 
time in the near future they would be able to secure a 
hearing upon the merits of the cases. These, how- 
ever, were forced to share the fate of their associat 
when Judge Chittenden, after sustaining the moti 
upon the request of the prosecuting attorney, nol led 
the indictments against them. The defendants wet 
discharged tor the want of prosecution, the laws of 
Ohio entitling them to this relief when three terms of 
the criminal court had passed without bringing the 
cases to trial.” 

Attempted Indictments and Injunction Proceedings. 

The district attorney in Milwaukee, in an effort to 
indict the master plumbers in that city, as well as the 
Milwaukee manufacturers and jobbers, called as_ wit- 
nesses betore the grand jury your two national onicers 
in Milwaukee, your executive clerk, the two state off- 
cers in Milwaukee and a number of other local mem- 
bers in Milwaukee, as well as the jobbers. We were 
all before the grand jury twice, first in December and 
again in January. The grand jury, however, did not 
see fit to vote ae but in its report to the 
court on January 30, 1909, had the following to say: 

“The jury spent ‘camaiies able time in the investiga- 
tion ot the Master Plumbers’ Association and its kin- 
dred organizations. As a result of this investigation, 
and atter hearing the testimony of numerous. wit- 
nesses, we beg to report the following: 


“An unlawful combination or conspiracy in restraint 
of trade exists between an organization of plumbers 
and manufacturers and jobbers of plumbing material. 
This combination is national in its scope and briefly 
stated is as follows: 

“We ind in this city an association of master plumb- 
ers, called the Milwaukee Master Plumbers’ Associa- 
tion, a body corporate of the State of Wisconsin, in- 
cluding in its membership more than 75 per cent of 
the licensed plumbers of the city. These city mem- 
bers, together with the members of the Wisconsin 
cities, are also members of the Wisconsin Master 
Plumbers’ Association, a body corporate of the State 
of Wisconsin. Similar corporations exist in the vari- 
ous cities and states of the Union. These kindred state 
associations are combined into a single corporation 
called the National Association of Master Plumbers oi 
the United States, a body corporate of the State vf 
Delaware, hereinafter called ‘National Association.’ 

“The National Association issues periodically two 
books, one called a Directory of Master Plumbers in 
localities where there are members of the National As- 
sociation of Master Plumbers of the United States, con- 
taining a list of members in good standing, arranged 
alphabetically by states and cities, hereinafter called 
the Red Book; the other a List of Manufacturers and 
Jobbers of Plumbing Material, hereinafter called the 
Brown Book. Each member, as well as manufacturer 


soa t< 
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and jobber, receives a copy of the books, and these 
books form the basis of the unlawful agreement be- 
tween the parties. They constitute a plumbers’ guide 
from whom to purchase material, and the jobber to 


whom to sell material. If the master plumber pu! 
chases his material from a jobber not listed in the 
3rown Book, or if the jobber sells material to a mast 
plumber not listed in the Red Book, the understanding 
or agreement between the parties has heen v1 
and the offender may be dropped from the list, 

the offender is a master plumber he is therefor: un 
able to purchase material from a recognized | 
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:nd it the offender is a jobber he is therefore deprived 
ot his business with the members of the master plumb- 
ers’ association. The independent plumber is restricted 
in buying from the recognized jobber, and the master 
plumber is not permitted to buy trom the independent 
jobber. These and further evidence of discrimination 
have been brought to our attention. 

‘This system results in discrimination, elimi- 
nation and restraint of competition, enhancing and 
maintaining prices, and is altogether injurious to the 
independent plumber and jobber and the public gener 
ally. It is an alleged combination and one that should 
be restrained with all the efficiency of injunctive pro 
cess, and the persons engaged in maintaining it should 
be punis shed with all the severity of criminal prosecu 
tion, in order that the methods pursued in the opera 
tion of their business shall be — within the law. 

“To this end, therefore, we recommend that the dis 
trict attorney proceed under she provisions of Sections 
1747e, et seq., of the Wisconsin Statutes of 1898. 

“We further recommend in this connection § such 

amendments to existing laws or the enactment of new 
laws which will make all persons parties to such com 
bination, whether individually or as officers or direct 
otf corporations, who are as such parties liable crimi 
nally as tor a felony,” 

Soon after this report we learned that the district 
attorney—and he kept us and the public posted through 
the press—was busy preparing papers in-an injunction 
proceeding against us, which he finally filed with the 
court on March 12, 1909, and while your national oth 
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tors 


cers were in Washington. 
The action was directed against eighteen of the Mil 
waukee manutacturers and jobbers (all and only thos 


whose names were in the Brown Book) and against th: 
Milwaukee Master Plumbers’ Association, the Wiscon 
sin Master Plumbers’ Association and the National As 
sociation of Master Plumbers. 

The Red and Brown Books, the Baltimore Resolu- 
tions, including the New Orleans amendment, and thx 
following articles of the national association by-laws 
Thirty-six (merchants, waivers, installing, wholesa 
ers), thirty-seven (“collection of* just debts”) and 
thirty-nine (jobbers not to be plumbers), and four ar- 


ticles of the Wisconsin Association's constitution and 
by-laws, under the caption of “Purchase ot Material, 
Sub-c contracting, Non-members—Installing, Liability 


and Appeal.” These were all cited by the district at- 
torney as being a part of the alleged conspiracy (| 
quote his words, “to fix, regulate, manipulate, enhance, 
maintain and control prices of plumbing material,” * 
* * “to suppress, eliminate, restrain and prevent com- 
petition among manufacturers, jobbers and dealers and 
plumbers in the supply and price of plumbing materials 
and supplies and the performance of plumbing work, 

* “to restrict the right to engage in the plumb- 
ing trade,” * * “to prevent the sale of plumbing 
supplies and material direct to the public, or to a per 
son not a recognized jobber, or to a person not a mem- 
ber of the National Association, or recognized by 
them,” and many other alleged acts not necessary to 
here mention.

The National Association does not do any business, 
was not incorporated for profit, and forbids all agree- 
ments regulating prices. The members are free to 
compete among themselves. There are no written or 
verbal agreements between the National Association 
of Master Plumbers and the manufacturers and job- 
bers or their associations, either as to the sale of 
goods or prices. 

In the injunction proceedings brought by a plumber 
named Walsh against the St. Louis Master Plumbers’ 
Association and a number of the manufacturers and 
jobbers of St. Louis, the Court said 

“We think it is competent for the Court to declare 
the agreement complained of as illegal and void, and to 
restrain the parties to the agreement from keeping its 
terms or demanding that they be kept, and thus leave 
the respondent corporations and each of them free to 
deal or not to deal with appellant, as they may choose 
In so far as it appears from the allegations of the peti 
tion, the Association of Master Plumbers is not an il- 
legal association. Presumably it was formed for the 
purpose of mutual protection. * * * We see noth- 
ing, therefore, in the petition that would authorize a 
court of equity to dissolve the Association.”

They refuse to give the support because they recog- 
nize that the power of the association cannot be util- 
ized tor purposes which, if not directly under legal 
bands, certainly are unworthy of moral support. It 
has been pointed out frequently in these columns that 


the greatest draft upon the energies of association 
leaders comes, not from the needs of the commendable 
purposes, but rather to satisfy a selfish and discordant 


element whose aims and purposes would surely lead 
the organized body into straits and difficulties from 
which it could hardly be extricated. Periodically the 
clamor is raised against some well established orvgani- 
zation because it fails to attempt to accomplish things 
wholly without its province. As frequently the ex- 
planation is made by those who fail to give their sup- 
port to associated effort and co-operative work, that 
what they have asked to have done has received no 
attention and the wrongs which they have presented 
have remained unrighted, notwithstanding the fact that 
a closer investigation of the true conditions would 
invariably show that what was asked was impossible. 
The very men who refuse their support manifest the 
greatest ignorance as to the history of the investiga- 
tions that have been made by different leaders of the 
very matters on which action suited to their personal 
desires is sought. If those who fail to take part in
